of the most amazing we've 
ever seen, especially for a 
midterm,” she said. 

Drost said it's yet unclear 
if the number of voters in 
last week's election rivaled 
the number that vote ina 
presidential election, but if 
not, “then it was darn 
close,” she said. 

She speculated the robust 
number who voted in 2018 
might be a good indicator of 
an even bigger turnout in 
the 2020 presidential elec- 
tion. 

“The current trend seems 
to be more people taking an 
interest in what's going on 
and then voting about it,” 
Drost said. 

Some 58 percent of 
Charlevoix county residents 
re-elected Republican U.S. 
Representative Jack 
Bergman to his second term 
representing Michigan's 1st 
Congressional District. 
Bergman scored 185,752 
votes over his Democratic 
Challenger, Matt Morgan, 
whose vote tally came in at 
144,208. 

Two incumbent Republi- 
can state law makers will 
also retain their seats repre- 
senting residents in 
Charlevoix County. 

State Rep. Triston Cole of 
Mancelona scored a 64.5 
percent win with 29,112 
votes to keep his seat in the 
105th House District, which 
will be his third and final 
two-year term in office due 
to term limits. 

The district includes 
Charlevoix, Antrim, Otsego, 
Oscoda and Montmorency 
counties. 

Cole thanked his con- 
stituents for their confi- 
dence posting through 
online media: 

“T will continue to do my 
best for everyone in the 
105th District and across the 
state,” Cole wrote. 

Melissa Fruge of Boyne 
City, who ran as Cole's Dem- 
ocratic opponent, lost the 
race with 15,999 votes. 

Fruge also posted a state- 
ment via her Facebook page 
thanking her voters for 
making some 25,000 phone 
calls and knocking on about 
5,000 doors during her cam- 
paign: 

“T can't thank you enough 
for everything you've done. I 
may not be serving in Lans- 
ing, but there are other 
ways to make a difference,” 
Fruge wrote. 

Republican State Senator 
Wayne Schmidt of Traverse 
City will also retain his seat 
representing the state's 37th 
District, which includes 
Charlevoix, Antrim, 
Cheboygan, Chippewa, 
Emmet, Grand Traverse, 
Luce and Mackinac Coun- 
ties. This will be Schmidt's

Grace Baumbach Warner, 
whose 40 year teaching ca- 
reer ranged from country 
school houses to more than 
three decades as a highly re- 
spected fourth grade 
teacher in Central Lake Ele- 
mentary died Thursday, No- 


vember 8, 2018. Mrs. 
Warner, a resident of H & D 
Farms at Norwood Corners 
with her son Douglas, was 
99 years old. 

“She was my 4th grade 
teacher and I knew her as 
“Mrs. Warner,” said Kari 
Groll, who works part-time 
at Central Lake Elementary 
School. “I remember her, so 
so well. She was a force to 
be reckoned with, an amaz- 
ing woman. 

“She was very stern but 
very fair and loving in her 
way. She would brook no 
nonsense. She always read. 
out loud to us. I remember 
her reading Pippi Long- 
stocking. I really enjoyed 
that. We all did. 

“She also had a Gabby 
Gertie list, and if you were 
caught talking out of turn 
your name went up on the 
blackboard, and then you 
had to spend time with her 
at recess. She was also big 
on penmanship. She had us 
do something called ‘run- 
ning ovals.’ She would count 
out loud and you had to stay 
on the line in your note- 
book. I had trouble with this 
and I would erase above and 
below the line and she 
would catch me every time. 

“She was always spiffy, 
very well dressed, and this 
was in the mid-60s. She was 
stylish but conservative, 
very trim and in very good 
shape, very energetic. 

“We were a terrible class. 
In fact the teacher who had 
us the next year had a nerv- 
ous breakdown, whereas 
Grace always had us under 
control. There was never a 
doubt in my mind who was 
in charge. Anybody who had 
her would remember.” 

One of those who remem- 
ber her well was Ron 
Mortensen, whose firm is 
handling her services. “I 
feel blessed to have her with 
us,” he said. “She made 
such an impact on my 
young life, it’s an honor for 
me to take care of Grace. I 
was a pupil for her last year 
of teaching. She was strict 
but fair. That’s what I re- 
member about her. She had 
fingernails and she’d give 
you a tap on the head if you 
got out of line. I saw her ten 
years ago and I said, “Times 
change,” and she said she 
might not have made it in 
this day and age. “They 
don’t discipline them the 
way they used to.” 

In the years before gradu- 
ating from Central Michi- 


gan University in 1958, she 
began her career via the 
County Normal system in 
the 1950s. The program al- 
lowed high school graduates 
with one year of study to 
teach in country schools 
such as those in Norwood 
and the Warner School in 
Charlevoix County. She her- 
self went through her first 
eight grades in the Norwood 
school, where she was to re- 
turn as a teacher. 


Her husband Harrison 
preceded her in death. Sur-

taxpayers and clients.” 

Charlevoix County Tran- 
sit (CCT) provides county- 


wide demand-response 
service for the community 
and its large tourist net- 
work, providing 100,000 
rides annually. Since 
adopting its first propane 
autogas vehicle in 2016, 10 
of CCT’s 15 cutaway shut- 
tle buses have now con- 
verted to propane autogas 
engines. With service along 
the Lake Michigan coast, 
CCT decided to upgrade to 
propane autogas to reduce 
emissions and protect the 
fragile environment for its 
community and tourist 
populations. In addition to 
lower emissions, CCT re- 
ports no runability issues 
and is also seeing a cost 
savings of more than $4,000 
per month. With plans to 
add three more propane 
autogas shuttles to the fleet 
in 2019, CCT is in the 
process of upgrading its re- 
fueling infrastructure to 
better handle the demand 
and is encouraging other 
Michigan transit agencies 
to tour its facility and test 
drive one of its vehicles. 

Other recipients were 
Spartanburg Regional 
Healthcare in Spartan- 
burg, South Carolina, 
Carteret County Area 
Transportation System in 
Morehead City, North Car- 
olina, and Yale University 
in New Haven, Connecti- 
cut.

CHARLEVOIX - A tragic 
start in life, a loving family 
and a promising future were 
all factors in the sentencing 
of a former Boyne City High 
School student who was 
found guilty of making a 
bomb threat to his school’s 
campus earlier this year. 

Charlevoix County Circuit 
Judge Roy C. Hayes III re- 
cently sentenced 18-year-old 
Joseph Benjamin Baugh of 
Boyne City to spend a year 
in the county jail with six 
months to be served imme- 
diately. The remaining six 
months of his sentence is to 
be held in abeyance, minus 
credit for five days served. 
Baugh will also be on proba- 
tion for 12 months after he’s 
released from jail. 

In a plea agreement he 
made in September with the 
Charlevoix County Prose- 
cuting Attorney’s office, 
Baugh pleaded guilty to 
making a false bomb threat, 
which is a four-year felony, 
and malicious destruction 
of property. 

The charges came from 
an incident at the Boyne 
City Schools campus this 
past January 24 in which 
school staff found a rock 
thrown through an art class 
room window with a note at- 
tached stating a bomb threat 
existed at all three schools

on the campus, including 
the high school, middle and 
elementary schools. 

Students and staff were 
evacuated and classes and 
activities suspended for the 
day while local law enforce- 
ment made sure the school 
buildings were safe. School 
resumed its usual schedule 
the following day after the 
campus was given the all 
clear. 

In his sentencing, Judge 
Hayes agreed to Baugh’s re- 
quest to be considered a 
candidate for sentencing ac- 
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cording to the Holmes 
Youthful Trainee program, 
which allows charges to be 
dismissed and no conviction 
entered on the record of 
youthful offenders who suc- 
cessfully complete the sen- 
tencing terms the judge sets 
forth. The status will be re- 
voked if Baugh does not 
comply with those require- 
ments. 

Baugh’s defense attorney, 
Michael Bartish of Grand 
Rapids, appealed to Hayes 
on his client’s behalf, noting 
how Baugh is a good candi- 
date for the Holmes Youth- 
ful Trainee Act and pointing 
out how he has overcome a 
rough start in life and since 
proven himself an overall 
impressive young man. 

Bartish explained how at 
six months old, Baugh was 
found abandoned in a basket 
in a street of his birthplace 
in Uganda. He was seriously 
malnourished and taken to 
an orphanage, where he was 
abused by staff who didn’t 
realize he was deaf and pun- 
ished him severely for dis- 
obedience. 

Baugh was eventually 
adopted by Russel and Mar- 
cia Baugh, who were work- 
ing as missionaries in 
Uganda at the time. 

The Baugh’s didn’t realize 
their newly-adopted son was 
deaf until he was five years- 
old because he had learned

so well how to read lips. 
“Joe and his family are a re- 
markable family, and this 
one instance is a complete 
and utter aberration,” Bar- 
tish told the court. 

He also noted how much 
support Baugh has received 
from members of the com- 
munity and his volunteer 
work coaching community 
youth football teams. Baugh 
was also a standout football 
player on Boyne City High 
School’s football team be- 
fore graduating earlier this 
year. 

Baugh also spoke to the 
court and explained how 
sorry he is for his actions 
and that he was “heartbro- 
ken” to learn how what he 
did frightened so many stu- 
dents and staff. 

“Tam ashamed for what I 
did to my school and my 
community on January 
24th,” he said, “I love my 
high school. I had many 
friends there. I liked my 
teachers. I hate that I did 
this. I love kids. I love inter- 
acting with them. I love 
coaching them...I hate that I 
am always going to be re- 
membered for this act. This 
is not the person I am or the 
person I was raised to be. I 
wish there was some way I 
could take it all back, but I 
know that is impossible. All 
Ican do now is try to make 
up for it.”

second and final four-year 
term serving in the state 
Senate, also due to term 
limits. 

This midterm election 
also left all Republicans sit- 
ting on the Charlevoix 
County Commission. 

In District 1, incumbent 
Republican commissioner 
George T. Lasater ran op- 
posed, retaining his seat 
with 1,505 votes. 

District 2 incumbent Re- 
publican county commis- 
sioner Chris Christensen 
also ran unopposed for his 
seat and garnered 1,703 
votes, including 1,383 in 
Boyne City and 320 in Evan- 
geline Township. 

In District 3, incumbent 


Republican Ronald Rein- 
hardt won over his Demo- 
cratic Challenger Walt 
Cherry with a total of 1,267 
votes over Cherry's 683. 
Reinhardt scored 381 votes 
in Boyne Valley Township, 
89 in Chandler Township, 
208 in Hudson Township 


and 589 in Wilson Township. 


Robert Draves was voted 
the newest Republican 
member of the county com- 
mission, taking the seat of 
Commissioner Joel Evans, 
who is retiring from his 
post. Draves won with 1,086 
votes over his Democratic 
opponent Ellen Addington, 
who had 625 votes. Draves's 
final votes came in at 588 
from South Arm Township 
and 498 from East Jordan. 

Incumbent Republican 
Nancy Ferguson also re- 
tained her seat on the com- 
mission representing 
District 5 with 1,713 votes. 
Ferguson squared off with

Ferguson's votes came in 
as 88 from St. James Town- 
ship, 135 from Peaine Town- 
ship, 614 in Eveline 


Township, 604 in Marion 
Township and 272 in Nor- 
wood Township. 


Shirley Roloff, yet an- 
other Republican incum- 
bent county commissioner, 
will also retain her seat rep- 
resenting District 6. 

Roloff won with 1,322 
votes, beating her chal- 
lenger Democrat Richard 
Spring, who received 898 
votes in last week's midterm 
election. 

Roloff had 540 votes in 
Charlevoix Township, 305 in 
Charlevoix Ward 1, 210 in 
Charlevoix Ward 2 and 267 
in Charlevoix Ward 8. 

Incumbents kept their 
seats on Charlevoix's City 
Council as well this elec- 
tion. 

Mayor Luther Kurtz eas- 
ily took a win to retain his 
role as the city's leader with 
978 votes over his chal- 
lenger and former mayor

in with 383 votes. 

Ward 1 incumbent Janet 
Kalbfell will keep her seat 
after trumping her oppo- 
nent Jodi Laurent with 294 
votes to Laurent's 170. 

Ward 2 incumbent Tom 
Oleksy also retained his 
council seat, beating his op- 
ponent Greg Stevens 220- 
156. 

Ward 3 incumbent Shane 
Cole will keep his seat as 
well, having won 268 votes 
over his challenger Rick 
Wertz's 158. 

Along with local officials, 
voters also approved fund- 
ing for several badly-needed 
improvements in services 
offered throughout 
Charlevoix County. 

A $1.85 million bond pro- 
posal was approved by vot- 
ers in Charlevoix Township 
by a vote of 616-313 to build 
a new fire station. 

The new township fire 


station will be a significant 
upgrade to the existing fire 
station, which has long 
lacked significant ameni- 
ties, like showers, deconta- 
mination facilities and 
indoor restrooms. 
Township officials plan to 
have the cost for the new 
fire station paid off in about 
15 years with a levy averag- 
ing 0.9774 mill, or $0.9774 
per $1,000 of a property's 
taxable value for each year. 
Voters in Charlevoix 
County also approved a 
millage request to join with 
nearby Emmet and Cheboy- 
gan Counties to share costs 
to pay for a $10.3 million 
project that will bring state- 
of-the-art upgrades to the 
region's emergency radio 
and dispatch system. 
Charlevoix County's por- 
tion of the millage to be im- 
posed was for 0.5 mills for 
four years which voters ap- 
proved 8,987 to 4,196.
